S 
and Orefice were separated by about 30 feet, with S/Orifice in front of S; Both S; jand Orefice appeared to be drunk and 
were shouting profanity. As S/Orifice was walking with Deputy trailing behind, he turned and saw that Sf had been 
arrested by other deputies for being Drunk In Public and Battery On eace Officer (647(f) and 243(b) PC). S/Orifice became enraged 
and charged back towards Si running into Deputy and swinging his right arm at the deputy, hitting him in the chest and 
knocking his radio microphone from his uniform. Deputy grabbed S/Orifice's right arm, immediately took him to the ground and 
with the help of Deputy Gevorgiz, handcuffed him without further incident. After S/Orifice was escorted to the Substation without further 
incident or use of force.

Doctor's Statement: S/Orefice had a fracture to his nose and to his clavicle, and are consistent with being forcefully taken to the 
ground. The injuries are consistent with the force used and reported, and S/Orefice was cleared for booking.

Statement: S/Orefice admitted that he drank "too much" alcohol, which he estimated to be about 10 drinks. He said that when 
the deputies contacted him initially, they were nice, but they did tell him to leave. He admitted that he made several comments 
while walking away from Hard Rock about the number of deputies that were present. He denied intentionally running into or hitting 
Deputy’ but said that if he did, he was sorry. He said that once he was taken to the ground, he was then handcuffed, and no 
other force was used against him during the incident. He acknowledged refusing first aid fromm the EMT at Universal prior to the 
interview, and denied having any physical injuries. S/Orefice has one conviction for drunk driving.

Statement: [EEE of the Hard Rock Cafe, said that he was told by some of his employees that [and S/Orefice 
were causing problems in the restaurant by swearing and bothering other patrons. Then a man, who was with his family, also came up 
and complained to employees about land S/Orefice, who he said were threatening and harassing his family. lapproached 
both and S/Orefice and told them to leave, but refused. As|MStood by and waited for a while to see if they would 
comply and leave without further problems, one of his employees came and told [I that they overheard and S/Orefice sa 
that they were going to "jump" the man who complained about their behavior and his family in the parking lot. At that point, 

called Universal Studios Security to help get the males to leave peacefully. said that MJ and S/Orefice left reluctantly after 
security officers contacted them. Once they were outside the front door, and S/Orefice again would not leave the walkway 
leading up to the Hard Rock. A few minutes later ,Jsaw that deputies had arrived, and that and S/Orefice were now slowly

Statement: Securitas Officer S said that he was in the Cinema Plaza of CityWalk, helping to escort two patrons who had been 
causing problems at the hard Rock Cafe away from the area. [lJ was walking with Deputy who was escorting S/Orefice 
away from the area. As they were walking, S/Orefice was complaining about being told to leave the Hard Rock Cafe, . Suddenly, he 
turned around and started back towards his friend, [who had apparently been arrested by deputies and was about 25 feet behind 
him. He ran into Deputy| hitting him in the chest, so Deputy, grabbed him and took him to the ground. [said that he 
helped to force S/Orefice down to the ground and hold him there until he was handcuffed. Once Deputy [took S/Orefice to the 
ground, [IEEE said that he did not see any other force used.

walking towards the movie theater. [Ml stepped out to see what was going to happen, and could see that [and S/Orefice were 
taunting and "flipping off" the security officers and deputies. He then went back inside the Hard Rock. 


During my interview with him, IEE confirmed that both land S/Orefice had consumed a considerable amount of alcohol while at 
Hard Rock, and he thought that both of them were drunk. He also said that he considered the threat by [and S/Orefice to attack 
the family who complained to be credible, and although drunk, they could have carried it out if allowed to follow them to the parking lot.

Brief Synopsis: 
Synopsis: S/Orefice and [were in the Hard Rock Cafe, causing a disturbance with patrons. When the 
ordered them to leave, they refused, and began making threats against the patrons for complaining. They finally exited 
the Hard Rock, but remained in front of the entrance and refused to leave, which prompted the request for deputies to 
respond. ee then began escorting both S/Orefice and laway from the Hard Rock, with S/Orefice, followed by 


Deputy walking ahead of As S/Orefice walk turned and saw that deputies had arresting [ij for 
being drunk in public. He then began moving back mer pushing Deputy’ out of his way with his forearm 


and knocking his microphone from his uniform. Deputy grabbed S/Orefice to keep him from running and interfering 
with the arrest of and took him down to the ground. Deputy [immediately handcuffed S/Orefice with the help 
of Deputy Gevorgiz, and S/Orefice was then escorted to the Substation without further incident. He was later taken to St. 
Joseph's medical Center in Burbank for complaints of pain to his nose and shoulder. After his medical exam, it was 
determined that he had sustained a minor fracture to his nose and collarbone. 


Universal CityWalk security cameras were activated and filming part of the incident, and | reviewed the video as part of my 
investigation. The video clearly shows that Mire shirt) was already in handcuffs, standing up and quietly talking to 
me and Deputy Chavez when S/Orefice turned and tried to move past Deputy resulting in the takedown. There 
was nothing to provoke or cause S/Orfice to have to come back and contact as he had already been arrested and 
handcuffed without incident. 


During my initial interview with S/Orefice, he denied that he and were asked to leave the Hard Rock by 
management. He said that the deputies contacted him outside the Hard Rock, they were very nice and told him to leave. 
$/Orefice admitted that he was agitated and taunting the deputies with comments about how many were present. He then 
walked away into Cinema Plaza, when the officers jumped on him and took him to the ground. When asked if he grabbed 
or pushed any of the deputies, S/Orefice appeared to be surprised, and did not know if he did or not. After-he-was-teker 


Watch Commander Conclusion / Findings / Training Recommendation 
| conclude that the force used was reasonable and justified. Because S/Orefice appears to be in close physical contact 
with Deputy EM the use of a takedown was justified. It is clear that both land_S/Orefice had consumed large 
amounts of alcohol at Hard Rock, and their conduct there was threatening and hostile. He S/Orefice exited just 
outside the Hard Rock entrance only after Universal Security was called, and they cause security so much trouble that 
they needed to call for deputies to respond. It was not until after [was arrested and handcuffed that S/Orefice turned 
and contacted Deputy which resulted in the takedown.

$/Orefice is later interviewed by Lt. Honings at the West Hollywood Station jail. S/Orefice was standing during the interview, his arms 
were free and he motioned up and down with both arms in no apparent pain. He said that his NS QB was having an 
altercation with the police, so he went out to see what was happening. As soon as he went out, he was jumped on by the police and his 
face hit the ground. He said that he had some drinks, but was not sure if he was drunk. He denied hitting or attacking the deputies, but 
when asked if he was flailing his arms, he replied that it was a "trick" question. He then admitted, while raising his arms and physically 
illustrating, that he did have his hands, ",,,going around” to try and stop the incident and everyone, “from going nuts.” He then admits 
that he did rush past the deputies, and it was at this point that he was taken to the ground. S/Orefice also claims that he said his nose 
was hurt, but was told it was not important. He later went to the hospital, and was told he had broken nose and clavicle. In closing, he 
admits that he did hear deputies tell him to stop his actions.
